Came over the
sonson of the year when theocean is the
cdlmest in Auguliil Embarked the
28rd and set safl the following day.
Took 12 days to make it acrogs. . The
Isst thing that could be cited after set-
ting eall wak the Statne of Liberty,
By the way, I went to the picture show
last night and it showed the Statue,
which was.very good of it.

There were 15 transports In the con-
voy I came over in besides one man-
o'war and a submarine chaser. About
® dozen submarine chasers came with
the convoy for four days and then went
back and also an observation balloon
the first day. Ourcompany wasaboard
the largest and fastest ship and gne
which the Germans had been trying to
sink, B0 we keptin the center of the
bunch to be more protected. )

It rained about half of the time and
wan foggy the other half, Boasll you
could hear were the fog horns. One
night four or five ships got lost and we
never found them until the next even-
ing. I remember passing a ship out in
mid-ocean and some of we boys were
guessing the distance it was off. We
tho't perhaps it was a half mile off but
one of the crew told us it was eight
miles away. Whenever & ship was
seen the battleship took right after it
to find out what it was, They always
saluted, You know they saiute with
their gans.

I never got seasick at all but most of
the boyas did. I had charge of the sec-
tion our company occupled. Had to
be swept and mopped up every morn-
ing and beds made up for a pretty keen
inspeption, Also hagd charge of s life-
boat drill twice a day, so I didn't have
much time of my own. All port holes
by sunset antr aotE gl
strugk up'on deck D.

When ke got in the danger zone
sbout twodays off the Irish coast, all
had to'get up on deck' st 3 o'clock in
the morning. Sure was cold, too.
I hind on all the clothes I possessed in-
cluding overcoat and slicker and then
had to hunt » wind break. We came
up around the north coast of Ireland
and down through the Irish Sea to
Liverpooly England. Could see land
on bpth. pldes. eoming dewn through
the sed, Have heard much sbout the
joy it brings when you first sight land
but I know now what it means,

By the way, this was a British ship
named the Adriatic of the White Star
Line. England transported a large
perpent of the U. 8. boys. We de-
barly d the siterncon of September 5
and , hiked  through Liverpool with
heavy packs for ap  Jiour or more to
rest camp where we stayed two days.
It rained all the time with mud knee
deep and we had just tents to sleep in,
Ho it looked rather blue to us there,
but we didn't tarry long and hiked
sbout 8 mile to the train. Engiand
has better trains than France but they
sure looked comical to me then, Each
passenger car is divided into four see-
tions,. Each  section accommodating
about six people to s section. We went
to SBouthampton but never went
through London.,

England i8 the prettiest country I
ever expect to sce, Looking out of the
onr window it resembled a fine land-
soupe painting. Buildings are all old
stone structure, In elusters. You know
they live in small groups so the land
is free from s)l tnnecessary objects.
Ever, foot of land is under a high state
of cultivation and divided off into
small fields, Have very fine stock
m"‘lﬂp‘-l.

Bouthamplon is n very pretty place.
We whnt Inio @ zest cpmp, there for a
dey ot iw evening we boarded
a sronll bost_and ntarted acroés he
chaonel. For aa hour (¢ was all right,
Therg were Rbout n thousand American
soldiers and some English also on thelr
way to Egypt. Pretty soon the waves

began to. roll and the ship began to
rock and waves rolled up over the up-
per deek, and the boys began to heave
upJonah. Everyman wassiok enough
to die. Even the crew was, They said
it wan the worst storm in 20 years, The
boat just simply turned flip-fiops and

We stayed inn rest camp in Shur-
burgg for 8 day and night, but these
camps were more of a stomach rest than
apy other kind, Ha! Ha! We rode in
stook ears here, Put about 40 men in
each ear. Werode twodays and two
nights that way, but the car that I wus
in only had 24 initund we gol rations
for 40 men so we fared pretty well. We
got off at 8L, Algnon, a elassifleation
camp, one morning where we got all
the beans and bread and coffee we
wanted so it looked a little better to us,
We then set out on our hike up here
with rifles and side arms and muskets,
Just twelve miles up to this town
(Montrichard), Ourpacks werehauled
in trucks. Sothis place loolked mighty
good and they sure putout the eats,
too. The company left in about two
weeks except the non-coms. 1 have
been here every since. This place {8
about 35 miles east of Tours, Bo yon
can tell about what part of France I
am in, The roads here just wind
asround with no square corners, But
they sure are good roads. Vineyarda
are everywhere and France is a great
place for wines, Bome of the peopje
drink wine at all times instend of wa-
ter. Buildings are all very old and
mnade of stone. So many things are
historieal, An old castle here was
built about 000 years ago. 'l'oolk about
two centuries to build it

Well, I never got to go and fight the
Boche but I have seen lots of prisoners.
They seem contented and I guess they
have reason to be, Oh, yes! I received
the bundle of papers yesterdny, too,
Bure was good to read a home paper
once if it was & month old. I read the
letters the boys over here wrote home.
Made me wish I had been with them.
If there ever was ‘hell on earth" it sure
was this war.

Well I received a letter from Lemuel
and Alden since the armistice and they
are 0. k. Guess they will be home for
Christmas., Don't have any idea when
1 will get home but not for a long time
yet I guess. 1 am anxious to see more
of France. A corporal bere in my bil-
let who has been with me ever since
we left Waco, Texas, is going to Ger-
many as an interpreter. Wish I could
speal German now.

I think I have written nbgut enough
for this time and as it is almost time
for tapg I will close, L

I don’t
know how long this will last but I
